The  Asylum  during  the  past  year  has  been  generally 
free  from  any  epidemic  or  infectious  disease.

These  deaths  have  been  principally  occasioned  by 
old  age  or  debility,  many  persons  having  been  brought 
to  the  Asylum  in  a  feeble  state,  which  has  greatly 
tended  to  increase  the  mortality.

With  respect  to  the  other  officers  and  servants  now 
in  the  Asylum,  we  have  to  report  that  they  have 
fulfilled  their  respective  duties  to  the  entire  satisfaction 
of  the  Visitors. 

Owing  to  the  great  increase  of  Patients  during  the 
present  year,  viz.,  from  647,  the  number  in  the 
Asylum  when  the  last  Report  was  made,  to  the  number 
now  in  the  Institution,  (708,)  the  Committee  have  been 
compelled  to  direct  the  removal  of  Patients  belonging 
to  other  counties,  and  have  enforced  such  removal,  by 
increasing  the  weekly  charge  from  6s.  per  week,  the 
usual  rate,  to  14s.  per  week,  the  full  sum  authorised 
by  the  Act  of  Parliament. 

In  consequence  of  the  recent  Act  of  Parliament, 
16th  and  17th  Viet.,  c.  97,  the  Committee  have  found 
it  necessary  to  revise  the  rules  for  the  regulation  of  the 
Asylum,  and  are  about  to  submit  a  new  code  of  rules 
for  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  State.
